but this after noon ther e ar e but a 
few bills outstanding. 
Last Thur sday and Fr iday Capt. 
Stevens 
believed 
the 
shor tage 
would be $1,000 
or 
$1,200, but 
things came out better than he an­ 
ticipated and in consequence 
he 
and his associates, Coby Bloch and 
J. P. Her r ington, ar e congr atu­ 
lating themselves. 
The falling of the cake walker s’ 
stand on Four th str eet 
cost 
the 
Fair 
association 
$100, 
Capt. 
Stevens says, as the piano that had 
been bor r owed for the occasion was 
damaged to that extent. 
Another loss was that 
of $45, 
occasioned by the br eaking of a 
lar ge plate glass in the llgenfr itz 
building, wher e the war pictur es 
wer e exhibited, last Fr iday night. 
The manager s 
had 
ver y little 
tr ouble 
in 
effecting 
settlements 
with the sever aTattr actions. Ther e 
was some kicking on the pait of 
the visitor s, a few of whom wanted 
in excess of what their contr acts 
called for . but all of these wer e met 
*nalf w ay and took their depar tur e 
fr om the city in a good humor . 
A s a r ule, the mer chants of the 
city r epor t that their business the 
past week was not what they had 
hoped for . 
W hile the cr owds each

began

mor ning under the most favor able 
pr ospects, the enr ollment being the 
lar gest, 
the 
super intendent 
and 
pr incipals think, in the histor y of 
the schools. 
It WTis impossible at noon to give 
the figur es of the enr ollment at the 
differ ent schools, 
the 
fir st tlir ee 
hour s being devoted to enr olling 
the names of pupils and examining 
their gr ade car ds fr oimthe last ter m 
befor e assigning them to the new 
gr ade. 
Super intendent G. V. Buchanan 
was seen at his ofiice in the High 
school building, and said that he 
had visited near ly all the schools, 
wher e he had noted an incr eased at­ 
tendance 
and 
r enewed 
inter est. 
The attendance at the High school, 
he said, would be lar ger tlian ever 
befor e, including sever al fr om out­ 
side the school distr ict. 
Each pupil was fur nislied with a 
list of books needed, and these tiiey 
ar e expected to have when the ac­ 
tual w’or k of the year begins to­ 
mor r ow, 
The 
book 
stor es wer e 
kept busy all day and will be till 
far into the night. 
Number s of pupils who had been 
pr ovided befor ehand with 
books 
found that mistakes had been made 
in the selection, and these hud to 
be exchanged. 
Supt. Buchanan today impr essed 
upon the differ ent pr incipals, and 
thr ough them the teacher s, the im­ 
por tance of having lessons assigned 
this after noon, so that all pupils 
may know just wher e they ar e to 
begin wor k tomor r ow mor ning. 
The only changes in the cor ps of 
teacher s 
occur r ed 
at 
Fr anklin 
scliool, in the Fir st war d, wher e 
Miss Ethel McCluney was elected 
to tempor ar ily hold the position of 
pr incipal, made vacant by the r es­ 
ignation of Miss Mar y Logan. 
Miss Cor a Russell, who taught 
at Geor getown last year , was tem­ 
por ar ily assigned to gr ades 3 and 4, 
Fr anklin, in place of Miss .Mc­ 
Cluney.

B lind ¡>eople are ofttn found in 
walks of life where h?ast ex}iected, 
„ and some of tlieir perforniaiKefc are 
really woiiderfiil. 
Who would tiiink, 
fo r instance, tliat one so 
ahlieted 
could follow successfully tlie occupa­ 
tion of an optician, and 
yet 
some 
years ago a man in »Scotland did 
a 
good business in that capacity, 
lie 
c o u ld ,g rin d and polish lensc.'^ uith 
the greatest accuracy, and lit ilieiu 
with a precision 
truly 
wonderful; 
and it is indeed truly 
remarkable, 
when one conlem])latcs the perform­ 
ance, that a blind man shouhl Le capa­ 
ble of selecting a jiair of tj)cctacies 
to meet the needs ot ancth.»T person 
whose eyesight was only a little de­ 
fective. 


Last year, too, a blind jiostnian re­ 
tired after oO years' service, and this 
is another of the positions which one 
would not expect a blind man to oc­ 
cupy. 
Every morning, accompanied 
by a dog, he carried the letters from 
the subpost otllce at Terriiigton St. 
Jo h n to the St. J o h n ’s Een bind and 
T iln ey Fen End, two Norfolk vil­ 
lages; and, in addition to his postal 
duties, he was an adept at carpentry 
and several other occupations. 
He is 
also credited witli building a kind of 
tricycle, but he liad the assistance of 
a local blacksmith in this undertak­ 
ing. 
T h e Rowland K ill fund made 
h im a grant of five ])Oiinds on his re­ 
tirement, as a 
recognition 
of 
his 
'^long and faithful service.’ ’ 


A n other man, who was left blind 
b y an illness at 25 years of age, sub­ 
sequently became a traveler, and his 
explopts in this direction are truly 
marvelous. 
H e traveled through sev­ 
eral countries on the continent, and 
afterwards published a very lively 
description of the various countries 
he had passed through. 
Later on he 
undertook a trip round the 
world, 
and, as he traversed Asia, 
Africa, 
A m erica and Australia, he got sulli- 
cient material to fill several interest­ 
in g volumes. 


T h e Westchester county (X. Y.) 
blind fireman is another instance oi 
a sightless man occupying a unique 
position, and, seeing that the indi­ 
vidual in question has served in the 
fire brmade for many years, the case 
is ail tlie m^re remarkable. 
When 
th e brigade is called out to a fire he 
f W W 
behind the engine, 
and as soon as it reaches its destina­ 
tion he reels oil the liose quite 
as 
efiiciently as any seeing man could 
do, knowing apparently the position 
of every man of the brigade. 
He is 
regarded as one of the best firenieu 
in the town. 
Another American, a blind organ­ 
ist, performed a strange task quite 
recently, 
lie had a cottage organ, 
and he undertook to take it to pieces 
and put it together again within tliree 
hours. 
T h e organ, including the 
keys and tlie ^ccd.^, ecnqirised 
295 
pieces, and as he pulled it adrift he 
threw' the various parts into one com­ 
m on lieap. 
JJefore tlu^ expiration of 
the time allowed lie had rebuilt the 
organ, and was playing on it to 
a 
larae asseinbiv. 
I ’he nian is also an 
expert piano tuner and cdock repairer, 
and not Ion*:; since he went np the 
courtliouse tower of Kokomo, Ind. 
— 185 feet liigh— and repaired tlie 
town clock, whieli had gone wrong. 


John Metcalf, of Knaroshorongh, 
was another 
very 
remarkable 
in­ 
stance of a blind man 
performing 
wonders. 
l i e was a splendid horse­ 
man, and once he eomiieted with an­ 
other for a* large sum in racing three- 
times round a circular course a mile 
in length. 
The bets were largely 
against him, people arguing that a 
blind man could never ride in a circle, 
but M etcalf did the irick and won the 
race by having people with liells sta­ 
tioned at the various jioints on the 
course, 
tin another occasion he act­ 
ed as guide to a geu tloman from New 
Y o rk to Harrogate, and was success­ 
fu l in the undertaking— the gentle­ 
man, strange to say, not knowing that 
his guide was sightless until the fol­ 
lowing d-ay. 
This was done, he it re­ 
membered, before the roads were any- 
thiflg like they are at present. 
H e could also play at cards 
and 
win; in fact, it is said that he once 
won as much as 18 guineas 
from 
strangers while so engaged. For some 
time he drove a stage wagon between 
Y ork 
and 
Knaresborougli, 
hut 
his capacity for roadiual-ñng was u n ­ 
doubtedly tke most wonderful of his 
gifts. 
For 40 years lie was occupied 
in 
Lancashire, 
A orksliirc, 
Derby­ 
shire and Cheshire in constructing 
roads and bridges, and many of them 
were eloquent testimonies to his skill 
and ability.— liondon T it-Bits.

Paris Could Now 
Easily Withstand A n y 


Kind of a Sieg«. 


The French liavc been taught wis­ 
dom ])V past ex])erience, and as a re­ 
sult, have planned, and a feiv years 
ago finished a system of fort if cations 
round Paris, which are probably un- 
cqnalcd for the purpose for wliicli 
tliey are intended by any similar fort- 
ifealions in the world. 
A well-informed military writer, a 
member of the general staff of 
the 
German army, has given it as Iiis opin­ 
ion that a successful siege of Paris 
would be, under jiresent conditions, 
an impossible undertaking. 
'I’he new fort i feat ions 
that 
sur­ 
round the French ca|)ital are some 15 
or 2t) miles from the city, and arc 
connected with Paris, and with each 
oilier, by a railway 
sy^em 
wliieh 
would enable the French commander 
to mass at one point a very large liody 
of men, wliile the general oi the be­ 
sieging army, if he wished to {ircvent 
tlie city from obtaining snp{)lics, and 
thus shut in the }>eopIe and the army 
that was defending it, would have to 
oceiijiy a line extending over 
lOO 
miles, and hence could not, hy any 
po.-.dbility, collect a large niimher of 
liis force at any one jioint to resist, 
with even a shadow of hope, an at-, 
tack of the enemy. 
It reejuired a German army of, ap­ 
proximately, 500,000 men to lay siege 
to Paris from September 19, 18T0, to 
.January 30 , IS T l; but the authority 
we refer to is of the opinion that to 
repeat the same operation a German 
besieging army would Ikavc to niim- 
l)cr more than 2.000,000 men. and 
the work of maintaining sueli a force 
and jiroperly handlingits {’arts would 
he something which few governments 
would care to undertake and few mil­ 
itary commanders would 1 e able to ef- 
feiciitly perform. 
The French have spent upon these 
new fortifeations an amount various­ 
ly estimated at from £6,000,000 
to 
£10,000,000, and hence can well af­ 
ford to sell the land occupied by some 
of the now obsolete fortifeations of 
a generation ago.— Pearson’s Weekly.

When a piece of dispiucd or sus­ 
pected handwriting is subniitted to 
an expert his first care is to note its 
general appearance.

habits of hand in the writer, the sty le, 
shading and connection of 
letter.^, 
tlieir relation to the base line of the 
writing and other significant })oints. 
The same process is applied to speci­ 
mens of the alleged writer's genuine 
hand. 
The next step is to disintegrate the 
writing so that letters repeated 
in 
both specimens may he compared in 
detail when placed side by side. 
In 
this way divergences or resemblances, 
which might not appear to the ey e in 
the body of a paper, are made perfect­ 
ly clear. 
If any of the letters sliow 
signs of hesitation or retouching, as 
freq uently hajipens in forp^^rie.-, uiey 
are photographed ilirongh the mi- 
eroscopo. 
By this enlargement re­ 
touches or tracings are brought out 
so that they can be seen plainly by 
the untrained ey e. 
H aving made bis examination of 
the whole writing, step by step, the 
expert summarizes the results, num ­ 
bering corresponding parts and call­ 
ing attention to discrejiancies or re­ 
semblances as they occur. 
By this 
process liis conclusions are made per­ 
fectly clear in all ordinary cases to 
any body who reads his report. In ex­ 
ceptional cases, such as court trials, 
he may go before a Jury with black ­ 
board and pencil and show exactly 
how a forger wrote a certain letter as 
well as the way in which the person 
whose writing habitually formed it. 
If his deductions are accurate, the re­ 
sults, presented in this graphic m an­ 
ner, usually are convincing to all in­ 
telligent and unprejudiced observers. 
It is one of tlie advantages of graph­ 
ology that, ordinarily , its conclusions 
may be made as plain as the nose on a
